Icy roads blamed 
for fatality

Icy roads are being blamed for a fatal car crash last week 
which claimed the life of a Cremona teenager. 

Ryan Corrie, age 16, was killed last Tuesday when his car 
collided with a truck approximately 3 km west of Didsbury 
on Highway 582. 

Didsbury RCMP said Corrie's car, a 1981 Pontiac Aca¬ 
dian, collided with a 1979 Freightliner truck around 5 p.m. 
Tuesday night A passenger in the car, 17-year-old Andrew 
Myram, also of Cremona, was seriously injured in the crash 
and was taken to the Mountain View Health Care Centre and 
later transferred by ambulance to the Bow Valley Centre in 
Calgary. He remains in critical but stable condition. 

STARS air ambulance could not get to the accident site 
due to poor weather conditions. 

The driver of the truck, Harvey Alan Reid, age 37, of 
Cremona, was not injured.

I got a chain letter this week. I have no idea who sent it; the ad¬ 
dress was typewritten, there was no return and I don't recognize 
the postal code. The letter begins by saying that with love all things 
are possible and that this letter has been sent to me for good luck. If 
I send 20 copies to friends I will receive "Good Luck" in 4 days. 
This sounds stupid but harmless, then we get into the bad stuff. 
"Jon Elliot received $40,000 and lost it because he broke this 
chain." "Nolan Fairchild threw this letter away, 9 days later he 
died." "While in the Philippines, Gene Welsh lost his wife 6 days 
after receiving this letter, however before her death he received 
$7,773,000.” I don't know what his being in the Philippines has to 
do with the story and was losing his wife part of his good luck? How 
did he lose her, on a bus? How long had they been married? Did he 
like his wife? Are we to suppose that the $7,773,000 made up for 
her loss? Maybe the shock of his receiving $7,773,000 is what killed 
her! 

The chain is supposed to have begun in Venezuela and was 
written by Samuel Anthony deGroup, a missionary from South 
America. The original letter is in New England. It doesn't say where 
in New England, maybe under a rock, maybe in a museum, maybe 
pinned to a bulletin board in the main post office. With the price of 
stamps, the post office is the principle beneficiary in this scheme. If 
Samuel was a missionary, why is this letter completely devoid of in¬ 
spirational content? When Sam was writing the original how did he 
know about Joh, Nolan and Gene? And if I make light of the letter 
what is going to happen to me and my loved ones? 

Over the years I have received chain letters for panties, stock¬ 
ings, recipes, children's books and money. Some I responded to, 
some I did not. All of them have been a big flop. When I was work¬ 
ing at the Treasury Branch in Calgary, a "Christmas Cheer" letter 
was making the rounds. If you bought some type of booze for the 
person at the top of the list, and sent on all your letters, and if all 
the people you sent to send on their letters, then when your name 
came to the top of the list you would receive liquor from 36 peo¬ 
ple. The "Christmas Cheer" chain was only offered to applicants 
who claimed to be serious about keeping it alive and as 36 bottles 
would last me 36 years, I did not join. I knew people who did join, 
none of them got 36 bottles. Some of them got a nasty surprise. 

There was a lady living in Calgary at that time who was not just 
a religious fanatic, she was a loud, strident, overbearing, pushy, ob¬ 
noxious fanatic. Mrs. L. would accost people on the street, tell 
them that they had too much eye shadow on and demand their 
repentance. She swooped down on mothers, gave them unwanted 
child rearing advice and scared babies into shrieking fits. She often 
carried a lit lantern and sang, very loudly and very badly, "Brighten 
the corner where you are." She was a happy fanatic but she was 
loud and embarrassing and when she went into an establishment, 
all the customers went out. 

The plot thickens. "Supposing," some of us thought, "a person 
expecting to pick up some kind of alcoholic beverage were to ar¬ 
rive at Mrs. L's door. Wouldn't they get a surprise!" Pretending to 
be a wrong number we called Mrs. L. She was home. Pretending to 
be Mrs. L., we called our victim. "You have come to the top of my 
'Christmas Cheer' letter," we yelled cheerfully, "if you can come 
right over I have a nice big surprise for you.” 

Days later, when he had stopped shaking, he told us about it. 
She answered her door and he greeted her with, "Hi, Mrs. L., I've 
come for my Christmas Cheer." "Well, you have come to the right 
place dearie, come on in.” She sat between him and the door, he 
was there for a long time. He did not have fun. 

I haven't decided what to do about this latest chain letter. My 
brain says throw it in the garbage, but some nasty, little niggling 
superstition says "what if you throw it in the garbage and 
something awful happens to a member of the family?" Maybe, like 
the anonymous sender of my copy, I will do some envelopes on 
the typewriter, and then drop them in a post box in Calgary. I'm 
afraid I am a weak link where chain letters are concerned. I hope I 
never get another one.

Didsbury Town Council has 
resolved to take over administra¬ 
tion for the construction and 
financing of the curling rink/agri¬ 
cultural arena project. 

Council passed the resolu¬ 
tion at the request of the curling 
rink building committee 

The town's take over of the 
administration job means savings 
of between $35,OCX) and $40,000 
in CST costs said Town Adminis¬ 
trator Mike Storey. As a 
municipality, the town gets a 57 
percent rebate on the 7 percent 
CST. 

* Building plans for the 
project, tentatively named the 
Didsbury Agri Sportsplex, have 
construction of the first phase 
scheduled for spring of 1993. 
First phase work includes the

Costs for the first phase are 
estimated at $511,000. Financial 
arrangements are currently un¬ 
derway with the hopes of opening

Didsbury town council will 
be looking into a number of 
projects in the hopes of maintain¬ 
ing Didsbury's natural beauty 

Town administration will be 
contacting the county, Alberta 
Transportation and land owners 
in the proposed coulee golf 
course area in the hopes of saving 
some wild species and land 
currently threatened by develop¬ 
ment on a recommendation by 
the Didsbury Environmental Ad¬ 
visory Board 

The town will contact Alber¬ 
ta Transportation to ask permis¬ 
sion to dig up Ladyslippers, a 
local flower currently on the 
protected species list, threatened 
by the highway expansion along 
the 2A near Olds. Council hopes 
to replant these flowers in the 
natural wildlife park under 
construction near Westglen 
School. The town also hopes to 
look at land for the proposed golf 
course and do the same with any 
natural species there before any 


development begins. 

The county will be approach¬ 
ed regarding a natural prairie 
pathway which ends on 15th 
Avenue in Didsbury, close to 
county development in the area. 
Parts of the pathway, along with 
natural flora and animal habitat 
have already been lost in the 
development and the town 
wishes to protect the rest of the 
path. 

A motion on removing the 
community reserve designation 
on land which used to house the 
Kinsmen Indoor Swimming Pool 
has been tabled for further 
review. 

Town council decided to 
table the idea of removing the 
designation after listening to 5 
speakers at a public hearing on 
the motion before last week's 
council meeting 

The speakers, mostly resi¬ 
dents around the area, opposed 
the development of the land and 
asked that it be made in to a

"The transportation cost would 
kill us. However, there is one 
aspect we could share and that 
is the glass grinder. We are 
discussing the possibility o/ that 
with other towns now." 

Another area of coopera¬ 
tion being discussed is shipping 
arrangements. Banfield said 
towns are also looking into the 
feasibility of sharing trucking. 

"It doesn't make sense that 
if we have a half a truck full to 
go and Sundre has half a truck 
full that we would each pay for 
separate shipping," he said. “It 
would make more sense if we 
could consolidate, so they are 
talking about that." 

Also in the meantime, Ban- 
field said the Lions are prepar¬ 
ing another form of recycling 
facility sharing. 

“We are proposing to 
manage the facility, but any 
group could raise funds with it 
as well," he said. “The basic 
scenario is if a group wishes to 
make money, they could go on 
a collecting blitz and do the sor¬ 
ting and baling, use the equip¬ 
ment under our management, 
and they would get the net pro¬ 
fits for whatever they collect." 

Banfield said the Lions an¬ 
ticipate the debenture by-law 
and grant application process¬ 
ing will be completed by early 
January. In the meantime, he 
said, the Lions will be talking 
with organizations interested in 
raising money through the 
recycling project to prepare 
them for the project's start up. 

"We just want anyone who 
is interested to know what is 
happening right now and that if 
they want more information 
they can contact Russ Croft or 
myself."

Did You Know 

That we are fast approaching the holiday season and the 
time of year when we like to get down to the age old task of 
polishing the silver and the brass? 

This is a chore hated by most people but is, nevertheless, 
a necessity not to mention messy, time consuming and harm¬ 
ful to your hands and the environment. 

The usual method of cleaning our silver uses a polish full 
of chemical. So instead, we would like you to try two easier 
and environmentally sound alternatives. 

For brass, all you need is some ketchup and an old, clean 
rag. Coat the brass in a thin layer of ketchup, let it stand for 
awhile, then wipe off, wash and buff. 

For your silver, you need a box of baking soda, 
aluminum foil, a large plastic bowl (this plastic part is impor¬ 
tant) and some boiling water. Place your silver in the bowl 
with a large piece of tin foil, pour boiling water over the top 
of these and then add about 3 to 4 tbsp. of the baking soda. 
The reaction is obvious but it may be necessary to add more 
baking soda to the water. Remove the silver with tongs or 
rubber gloves, wash and buff. The foil attracts the dirt and 
tarnish off the silver and does need to be replaced occasion¬ 
ally as it dirties. 

These methods are not only a more convenient and in¬ 
expensive way to do your polishing, but help out the en¬ 
vironment by keeping unwanted and harmful chemicals 
from our water and waste systems.

The panel-which operates 
independently—will test the as¬ 
sumption by parents and stu¬ 
dents that all students need 
Mathematics 30, says panel 
chair, Arthur Jorgensen. While 
the course was designed for the 
top 30 percent of math students, 

70 percent currently take the 
course, primarily because it's a 
requirement of many post-sec¬ 
ondary programs. 

J orgensen says those college 
and university math require¬ 
ments will also be examined. 

''We'd like them to define more 
specifically what math they 
require. We're wondering if 
Mathematics 33 or Mathematics 
20 wouldn't be adequate," he 
says 

"Research will show you 
that more students know more 
math today than ever before," 
says Jorgensen. Yet while more 
students take a higher level of 
math and 66 percent pass, there 
are concerns over the 34 percent 
who don't. 

At its first meeting Tuesday, 
the panel decided to survey 
students taking the course for the 
second time to see if they see 
themselves or the course as 
responsible for their first failure 
It will also survey the current 
level of qualifications for second¬ 
ary mathematics teachers 

"This committee is a very 
broad-based group representing 
post secondary educators, people 
on the front lines and Alberta 
Education," he says The panel 
is not looking to assign blame but 
to investigate solutions. "It's 
fact-finding in that sense," says 
Jorgensen. "We hope by work¬ 
ing together we can solve the

Selling livestock—and getting paid 
for them 


East Didsbury multi 
4-H Club news 


This is the time of year when 
we always hear of unfortunate 
situations where livestock are 
marketed, but the producer runs 
into difficulty getting paid 

This column is for those of 
you who haven't heard of the 
Alberta Livestock Patrons Assur¬ 
ance Fund, or alternately, have 
neard of it but aren't sure how it 
applies to you. 

The fund is a seller's 
protection plan Since January 1 
of this year, it has been funded 
by a 10 cent per head check-off on 
cattle sold in the province For 
cattle sold through an auction 
market, the brand inspection and 
the check-off are automatic 

Producers can choose to opt 
out of the plan In order to 
withdraw, a producer must 
provide the Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, or his agent, with a written 
declaration at the beginning of 
the calendar year, or within 30 
days of their first sale 

The problem of non-payment 
usually happens when cattle are 
sold privately. Often in a private 
sale, cattle aren't brand inspect¬ 


ed and the seller isn't eligible for 
protection from the assurance 
fund. 

To be protected by the 
security program certain condi¬ 
tions must be met Your cattle 
must be brand inspected, the 
check-off paid on an eligible sale, 
sales made to licensed livestock 
dealers, and as a seller you didn't 
extend credit. 

You must remember, 
though, that if you defer payment 
for your livestock for more than 
48 hours from the time of sale, 
you aren't covered by the plan. 

If you don't take full 
payment for your livestock within 
that 48 hour period, you are 
viewed as having extended a line 
of credit to the buyer. This then is 
a private matter between the 
buyer and seller 

There is another time line to 
keep in mind. You must notify 
the Minister of Agriculture, or 
Alberta Agriculture's regulatory 
services branch, within 24 hours 
of becoming aware you weren't 
paid. 

Keep in mind that by 


legislation, you have 60 days 
from the day of the sale to put in 
a claim for default against a 
licensed livestock dealer But, 
it's important you alert the 
system of the problem and take 
the necessary steps to put in a 
claim 

The maximum amount you 
can recover through the Livestock 
Patrons Assurance Fund is 80 per 
cent of the claim

Lab germination tests recommended 


Producers thinking about 
using any of this year's harvest 
for next year's seed stock should 
have germination tests done says 
an Alberta Agriculture specialist. 

"To ensure you don't have 
problems with any of the seed 
you will market or plant, have a 
germination test done,” says Bill 
Witbeck, supervisor of seed 
technology ''Don't risk the 
outcome of next year's produc¬ 
tion by failing to have a proper 
germination test done on your 
samples ” 

A germination test is the 
best way to find out if the seed is 
viable Witbeck says some 
producers have gotten into the 
habit of doing their own 
germination tests "However,” 
he says, "in years like this where 
frost damage, moisture content 
and dormancy can have a major 
impact on interpreting results, a 
trained eye is essential.” 

His advice is to have 
germination tests done by an 
iccredited seed lab "You can't 
ifford to gamble on something 
hat will determine your a op 
text year Improper evaluation of 
>eedlings could have a devasta¬ 


ting affect on your next year's 
crop,” he says. "Professional 
seed analysts have the expertise 
to evaluate the condition of 
seedlings as they grow.” 

There are five accredited 
seed laboratories in Alberta that 
do germination testing They are: 
the Alberta Wheat Pool in 
Camrose and Grande Prairie; 


Norwest Labs in Edmonton; 
20/20 Seed Labs in Nisku; and, 
United Crain Crowers in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Whitbeck also notes only 
accredited labs can assign a 
grade to pedigreed crops. "All 
seed being sold, whether pedi¬ 
greed or common, must be 
graded,” he adds. Non-accredit- 


ed labs may do germination tests 
for common seed.

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Blue box program still successful

The Sundre and District 
recycling project which has been 
in operation for 1V4 years, is a 
satisfying success, said Harvey 
Doering, Sundre Town Adminis¬ 
trator 

As more residents of Sundre 
and the surrounding district 
becomes aware of the project and 


it's benefits to the environment, 
Doering said he expects increas¬ 
ed participation by everyone 
Specific recyclable materials 
are collected each week from the 
Blue Boxes in town and are then 
placed in bins at the transfer 
station for further disposal. 
District residents are urged to 


join in collecting and depositing 
their recyclable materials in bins 
at the transfer station which is 
located east and south of Sundre 
Harvey said that the volume 
of materials collected in Blue 
Boxes from January 1992 to 
October was 80,140 lbs. and the 
total from both the Blue Boxes 


and bins amounted to 151,640 
lbs. He said that it is a program 
in which everyone, from juniors 
to seniors, should be proud and 
willing to take part in 

Anyone wishing to join the 
Blue Box program may do so at 
the town office. A special Blue 
Box is purchased for $5 00, and a 


calendar is supplied showing a 
list of recyclable materials plus 
their collection dates The sale of 
the collection materials aid in 
defraying the cost of collection 


Workshop brings out storytelling talents 


Ever feel captivated by 
someone's recollection of an 
occurrence simply from the way 
they told about it out loud? 

Chances are, they just 
recently attended the "Storytell¬ 
ing Workshop" at Wayefair, (3.5 
km south of Sundre along the 
Bergen Road). The afternoon 
event featured such storytelling 
gurus as Wendy Berner, from 
Calgary, and Olds' own Mary 
Hays-both working as freelance 
storytellers in their own areas 

Hays--who works as a 
mother, elementary school teach¬ 
er, and coordinator for storytell¬ 
ing techniques county-wide— 
finds the traditional art of 
relating a good story exhilarat¬ 
ing. " It's truly wonderful," Hays 


comments, ". . when you can set 
back and listen to someone who 
has the ability to lift the words 
from a page and bring them to 
life." 

While becoming an effective 
storyteller requires the master- 
ment of such techniques as: 
proper voice tone, superb visual¬ 
ization skills, and a limitless 
imagination; virtually anyone can 
become talented in the field 

"Everyone has told a good 
joke or story about their family at 
one time for another, this is really 
just an extension of that." Hay 
admits most of her own storytell¬ 
ing skills were picked up through 
the day-to-day experiences she 
can remember as a child. "When 
I look back, I can really see that 


that was certainly the case I can 
remember sitting around our 
breakfast table listening to my 
Dad tell us about how things 
were when he was growing up It 
is those sorts of experiences that 
you find so valuable later on in 
life." 

The important thing to 
remember, according to Hays, is 
that any story retold has three 
definite components; a begin¬ 
ning, a middle section, and an 
ending. Without these, most 
storytellers are more apt to lose 
their listeners half way through 
their presentation "You don't 
have to be professional actor or 
drama major to be able to do a 
good job on telling your story . . 
it has nothing to do with 


memorization, or recitation It's 
the art of taking a series of events 
and experiences from a written 
page, and internalizing them as if 
they were your own." 

Hays' philosophy was rein¬ 
forced by that of guest speaker 
*Wendy Berner at this past 
weekend's Storytelling Work¬ 
shop Berner-a representative 
from Calgary's "Stories Alive"-- 
helped give advice on the various 
techniques the 10 participants 
could use to perfect their existing 
storytelling styles. "We try to 
help people out in as non-judg- 
mental way as possible Every¬ 
one has their own strengths and 
weaknesses," Hays says. 

Anyone who missed out on 
the Storytelling Workshop this 


past weekend can join in on the 
Reader's Theatre being planned 
at the Didsbury Library early in 
the new year "Participants will 
each be given a script to read 
their own parts from, as in a play. 
It's a great format for children 
espcially since there is lots of 
repetition to strengthen their 
reading skills, and no need for 
memorization." 

Interested storytelling en¬ 
thusiasts can look for more of 
Hay's guidance at numerous 
other workshops being held 
throughout the year Some of 
them include: Storytelling with 
Props, and Tell-A-Round, taking 
place at Wayefair on J anuary 18 
beginning at 7:30 p m

Election results remain the same

A judicially ordered ballot 
recount for the Carstairs munici¬ 
pal election has returned the 
same results. 

The ballot recount, which 
took place in judge's chambers in 
Calgary last Wednesday, rein¬ 
forced the results which were 
announced after the October 19 
election--Bob Wilson was duly 
elected as mayor as were those 
elected to council 


The judicial order for the 
recount was made earlier this 
month after a hearing in the 
Court of Queen's Bench in 
Calgary, a hearing held after 
application was made by losing 
candidates Richard Blair and 
Gary Selanders. 

An affadavit filed by the two 
alleged election procedure irreg¬ 
ularities, specifically failure of 
the returning officer to deputize 
assistants, failure to regulate 


traffic in and out of the counting 
room and actual count conduct 
irregularity. 

J udgement was not made on 
the allegations because the town 
did not oppose the application for 
a recount. 

Initial results from the 
October 19 election showed Blair 
losing the race to Wilson by 31 
votes and Selanders losing his 
bid for a council seat by 39 votes. 

Carstairs returning officer 


Daphne Turner said the recount 
did little to change those results 
"The end result was the 
same as far as nobody lost their 


seat," she said "You always see 
a few changes up and down in 
numbers but things ended up just 
as they were orginally."

Contractor problem leads to frustration

Peter and Sharon Janzen 
moved to Water Valley and 
began construction of their 
dream home in the country 
Having built several houses in 
Calgary previously, the Janzens 
expected little trouble 

Then came the construction 
of the fireplace and the night¬ 
mare began. Sharon complained 
to Alberta Labour and Safety who 
issued the building permit but 
was told that due to budgetary 
constraints, no inspection would 
be made 

According to Alex Morrison, 
Building Safety Officer with 
Alberta Labour and Safety in Red 
Deer, present legislation doesn t 
include mandatory inspection 
"Their concerns seemed to stem 
mainly from the quality of the job 
and we are not mandated to cover 


that. We are concerned only with 
meeting the building code," 
Morrison said "Anything out¬ 
side that properly belongs in a 
civil matter between the contract¬ 
or and the Janzens," he added 

The Janzen were concerned 
about the quality of the workman¬ 
ship as well as it meeting the 
building code and refused to take 
no for an answer The matter is 
going to court and in the 
meantime the ) anzens tried other 
channels to get Alberta Safety 
and Labour to react but got no 
where. 

Finally, they called Ken 
Taylor, Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Officer at the County of 
Mountain View He called Red 
Deer and "convinced them that 
an inspector should be sent out," 
he said "There's more going on 


here than just a routine complaint 
and there was one concern about 
the fireplace that seemed to go 
against code. I thought Alberta 
Labour had an obligation to make 
sure it meets-code," he added. 

The J anzens feel that they 
purchased a permit and the 
issuing office must take some 
responsibility to insure it meets 
standards "We got the permit 
from them and they should back 
it Our taxes are to the rafters out 
here and we get less service than 
anyone else," Sharon said. 

Morrison accepts the re¬ 
sponsibility but also maintains 
that quality control is not their 
mandate and that their back long 
mandate and that their back log 
of building plans submitted for 
permits was too great to send 
someone out to inspect the 


Janzen's fireplace "We have to 
prioritize and we have people 
waiting to start construction and 
we're holding them up until we 
issue the permit," he said. 

He went on to indicate that 
he had mailed all the appropriate 
code standards to the Janzens 
and suggested they hire an 
independent engineer to back 
their court case. "We can only 
review the project as it pertains 
to the code where an engineer 
could attest to shoddy workman¬ 
ship," he said 

Alberta Labour and Safety 
finally agreed to send out an 
inspector but Morrison believes 
that there is a misconception 
about their role in the matter 
"The problem is still focused 
between the Janzens and the 
contractor, we can only pass 


judgement on whether code has 
been met. The rest is for a judge 
to decide," he said. 

Meanwhile, back at the 
Janzen household, frustration is 
the word of the day They have 
had two other bricklayers and an 
engineer look at the fireplace and 
have begun looking for someone 
to tear it down. "It's a total mess 
and I've had to make a lot of 
phone calls and write a lot of 
letters to get this far We just 
wnat to get on with the job," said 
Sharon Janzen 

She finally got some satisfac¬ 
tion from Alberta Labour and 
she'll still have her day in court.

Local bronc buster Bill Boyd 
moseyed back into town last week 
with over $13,000 00 in prize 
money and bonuses along with an 
armload of trophies and belt 
buckles to add to his collection 
after winning the 1992 Canadian 
Bareback Championship in Ed¬ 
monton earlier in the month. On 
December 2 he'll be heading to 
Las Vegas to compete in the 
prestigious NFR (National Finals 
Rodeo). 

After 10 years of competi¬ 
tion, 30-year-old Bill Boyd has 
emerged from the pack to 
become one of the best in the 
world, amassing a staggering 
collection of trophies and prizes 
along the way. His trophies line 
an entire wall, although it's likely 
that one or two may belong to his 
younger brother Albert, who's 
also a bareback ace. He credits 
fellow riders for a large part of 
his success.. "It's been a 
combination of everybody I've 
travelled and rodeoed with The 
rest of the guys help you out," 
Boyd says. 

Rodeo cowboys are a breed 
apart. In the big money rounds, 
one wrong move in a few fleeting 
seconds can cost precious points 
and major dollars But instead of 
hoarding inside knowledge on 


mounts and judges, riders 
routinely share every trick and 
hint they know with each other to 
insure everyone takes off out of 
the shoot equally prepared 

A decade of hard work and 
constant travel is now paying off 
handsomely for Boyd who won a 
total of $41,585.00 on both sides 
of the border in 1991. To date in 
1992 he's already amassed over 
$60,000.00 and if he continues his 
current winning ways he could 
take home half that much again 
from Las Vegas in prize money 
and bonuses. 

"A lot of good bareback 
riders are quite hard on their 
bodies," Olds resident and 
long-time rodeo enthusiast Har¬ 
old Perrin claims. Perrin has 
tracked Boyd's riding career from 
the beginning and feels the 
young cowboy not only has what 
it takes to go all the way, but to 
go all the way with style. "Bill 
rides smooth. He's sitting in the 
middle of the horse's back a little 
more Beginners ride with a 
straight leg You've got to have a 
good arm and good balance. He 
knows those horses, he knows 
those horses' moves." 

Boyd's strong suit is his 
consistency according to Perrin, 
who feels that will serve him well 


in Las Vegas. "He's only been 
bucked off once in eight years. 
I'm looking for him to do well It 
depends so much on what horses 
he draws, but I would really 
figure he'll place well." 

Modestly, Boyd declines to 
speculate on his prospects in Las 
Vegas beyond saying simply that 
he'll be doing his best. "I don't 
know how I'd rate my chances. I 
just hope I ride well and that I 
draw good horses." 

It's been a long time coming, 
but Bill Boyd's persistence has 
paid off He holds the Canadian 
Bareback title and is currently 
ranked at number 6 in the world. 
Fingers are crossed all across the 
county that he'll continue his 
winning streak and climb even 
higher in the standings in Las 
Vegas. 

Gayle Yoos has known Bill 
Boyd since he was just a 
youngster. Having followed his 
progress from the outset, Yoos is 
gratified by his recent break¬ 
throughs. "He's been at it for 
years," she notes, "and he's 
finally made it to the top. I think 
it's a real feather in his cap for 
him and for his community I 
really think it should make the 
whole community proud that he's 
from Olds."

Part IX

A firsthand account of 
Europe's earliest colonization of 
the Americas is given in a slender 
book titled "The Devastation of 
the Indies" by Bartolome de Las 
Casas 

In 1512, he became the first 
priest to be ordained in the New 
World He was an acquaintance 
of Cortes and Pizarro. He 
accompanied Velasquez on the 
conquest of Cuba He was 
himself an encomendero for 8 
years before taking his religious 
vows. 

Las Casas is a major source 
for the descriptions of the almost 
unbelievable abuses committed 
by his fellow Europeans against 
the indigenous population. 

In 1552, after 40 years of 
witnessing countless acts of 
brutality in the new Spanish 
colonies, Las Casas published the 
book, an eyewitness account of 
the first modern genocide. He 
states—" It would be hard to make 
anyone believe, and harder still 
to narrate, the infamous deeds in 
all their details." 

Let's listen to him 

. of all the infinite 
universe of humanity, these 
people are the most guileless, the 
most devoid of wickedness and 
duplicity. . . They are by nature 
the most humble, patient and 
peaceable, holding no grudges, 
free from embroilments, neither 
excitable nor quarrelsome. These 
people are the most devoid of 
rancors, hatreds, or desire for 


vengeance of any people in the 
world." . . . "Yet into this 
sheephold, into this land of meek 
outcasts, there came some 
Spaniards who immediately be¬ 
haved like ravening wild beast . . 

killing, terrorizing, afflicting, 
torturing and destroying the 
native peoples, doing all this with 
the strangest and most varied 
new methods of cruelty, never 
seen or heard of before, and to 
such a degree that this Island of 
Hispaniola, once so populous 
(having a population that I 
estimated to be more than 
3,000,000), has now a population 
of barely 200 persons." 

"We can estimate very 
surely and truthfully that in the 
40 years that have passed, with 
the infernal actions of the 
Christians, there have been 
unjustly slain more than 
12,000,000 men, women and 
children. In truth, I believe 
without trying to deceive myself, 
that the number of the slain is 
more like 15,000,000." 

Scholars now emphasize a 
different cause, other than war 
and slavery, for most of the 
Indian devastation; the viruses 
and microbes that the Spanish 
introduced in the New World. 
The consensus now is that they 
apparently were the real killers. 
Whatever the causes, as we have 
seen, the eventual destruction 
was catastrophic. 

"I 
assure your Highness that I 
believe that in all the world there 
is no better people nor better 
country. They love their neigh¬ 
bours as themselves, and they 
have the sweetest talk in them, 
and are gentle and always 
laughing." Christopher Colum¬ 
bus.

Vandals stole into the club 5 separate times during those 
months and each time took 2 to 3 carts for joy rides, damag¬ 
ing the carts and fields around the course.
